I.. ..At  the  General  Court  Martial  which  convened  at 
the  Camp  of  the  34th  Regiment  N.  C.  Troops,  pursuant  to  Special 
Orders,  No.  2G,  from  these  Head  Quarters,  dated  Feb.  8th,  1S62, 
and  of  which  Capt.  Stephen  N.  Wilson,  34th  Regiment  N. 
C.  Troops  is  President,  was  arraigned  and  tried,  Private  Willis 
Hurley,  of  Company  "  K,"  34th  Regiment  N.  C.  Troops,  on  the 
following  charge  and  specification  : 

Charge — Conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  discipline. 

Specification — In  this,  that  the  said  Private  Willis  ffurlty,  Company  "K,"  34th 
Reg't.  N.  C.  Troops,  at  some  hour  of  the  night  of  the  0th  and  7th  inst., 
being  on  sentry,  did  steal  from  the  Commissary  store  room,  one  haver- 
sack full  of  Coffee,  and  Coffee  sufficient  in  measure  to  fill  half  a  hav- 
ersack, which  Coffee  was  a  part  of  the  Commissariat  stores  of  the  C. 
S.  Army.     This  at  or  near  the  town  of  Goldsboro',  N.  C. 

To  which  charge  and  specification  the  prisoner  pleaded  "Not  Guilty." 

Finding  and  Sentence  of  the  Court  : 

The  Court  after  mature  deliberation  upon  tbe  evidence  adduced, 
finds  the  prisoner  "  Guilty"  oi  the  charge  and  .specification  pre- 
ferred against  him,  and  docs  therefore  sentence  him,  the  said  Private 
Willis  Hurley,  of  Company  "  K,"  34th  Regiment  N.  C.  Troops, 
"  to  liard  labor  upon  tlie  Fortifications  on  t/tc  Coast,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  term  of  service." 

II.„. The  proceedings,  finding,  and  sentence  in  the  foregoing 
case  are  approved,  and  the  sentence  will  be,  duly  executed. 
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III.... The  General  Court  Martial,  of  which  Captain  Stephen 
N.  "Wilson,  34th  Regiment  N.  C  Troops,  is  President,  is  dis- 
solved.
